or control, and to put betind the board aclub of 
influence and carnestness that wilt enlist the sym- 
pathy and support of all reputable classes of our 
people. Itis intended that the membership will be 
largely the vame,and the two bodies will likely 
find homes under the same roof. 

It will be noticed that the incmbership ismade up 
mainly of solid business me: of the most conserva- 
tive habits. From this membe ship some idea of wha 
the club will be, can be formed. It is proposed to 
make ita business organization, with no more of 
the ordivary cbief features (han will be necessar 
to supply the social element, thet our commercia 
orgauizations have always lacked, aud lacking 

which they have always gene to pieces through in- 
difference

“We, the undersigned, per agree to join the 
Commercial club of Adania—the said club to be 
made up of the merchants, manufacturers and pro- 
fesmoual men ofthe eity—and while entirely dis- 
tinct from and independent of, to be promotive of, 
ang suosidiary to the aims and purposes of she At- 
Janta chamber of commere. The initiation fee 
shall-be $0, and no signatureis binding until 100 
have been obtained.”’
